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House Votes Today 


On $3 Billion Budget 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The Indiana House of 
Representatives prepared today to pass a $3 billion 
mostly-annual budget and send it to the Senate where it 
is sure to be transported back to a biennial form. 
The 
House 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee, 
after 
rounding up some of its m em bers Thursday night 
following long Democratic majority and Republican 
minority caucuses, unanimously recommended passage 
of the three budget bills. The IOO m em ber House, sitting 
as a committee of the whole, goes through the bills 
today. 
“ The Senate not withstanding, I think we have an 
excellent budget and I think it will pass,” House Ways 
and Means Committee chairm an Spencer Schnaitter, D- 
Madison, 
said, 
after 
the 
three 
approving 
votes. 
Some eight additions were made to the budget as a 
result of decisions m ade in the Democratic caucus, of 
which the largest was $2.5 million in state funds for 
mass transit. Schnaitter said “ we would have liked to 
have created a departm ent of transportation to put the 
money in but we didn’t have tim e.” 
So responsibiity for allocating the mass transit money 
was put with the office of the lieutenant governor, 
Robert D. Orr, by the committee. 
The lieutenant 
governor is director of the Departm ent of Commerce, 
under state law, and handles m any millions in other 
grants.

Veterans Bitter Over U.S. Desertion Of S.E. Asia

“ It makes no sense. They 
said Americans had to fight 
and die Thousands and thou­ 
sands of people died fighting 
for that land, and now they just 
half-heartedly shrug it off and 
say it’s not important,” said 
Lindley, who now head-j the 
Vietnam 
Veterans renter, 
a 
capital outfit that helps veter­ 
ans whose minds and bodies 
are still ravaged by war 
About a million refugees fled 
six South Vietnam provinces 
today in a search for safety. 
Two northern provinces near 
the border of North Vietnam 
were the latest to fall 
What 
Americans fought and died for 
was tailing. 


And the men who battled half 
a world away in the tropical 
rain forests, rice paddies and 
hills so remote they bore only 
num bers re a c te d to the fall 
with anger. 
"The war was stupid and my 
personal sacrifice was all for 
nothing,” said Jim Anderson, 
29, of Fitchburg, Wis. "It s not 
worth it, what 
happened 
to 
m e." While on security guard 
north 
of 
Saigon 
in 
1968, 
Anderson w as ripped by an 
antitank rocket 
He lost his 
right arm , one leg was maimed 
and he lost part of his hearing 
“ I am stuck being a disabled 
veteran and have no job,” he 
said “ It was a waste of a lot of 


good lives. Everything we did 
over there failed.' 
“Apparently what we did was 
in vain,” Rehman said of the 
Communist takeovers in South 
Vietnam. "I thought the war 
was totally m ism anaged but the 
cause was noble enough I have 
no regrets. That s the way I 
will always remember it 
it 
was a noble cause 
Air Force Col Quincy Collins

SAIGON (UPI) — Bloodied 
soldiers, weary women, shoe­ 
less old men and mud-stained 
children trudged along South 
Vietnam’s winding roads today 
in a terrified exodus from 
third of the country’s provinces 
More than a million refugees 
were 
fleeing

of 
South 
Vietnam’s 44 provinces in giant 
“convoys of tears” preyed on 
by hunger, thirst, fatigue and 
Communist guns. 
The South Vietnamese gov 
eminent evacuated or began 
pulling out of 
ll 
provinces 
Panicky civilians were fleeing 
on their own from three others 
The m ass retreat from the 
Mekong Delta in the south to 
Quang Tri in the north touched 
off a wave of panic buying 
food-hoarding and airline ticket 
scalping across the country. 
Worried civilians in Dalat, a 
resort city north of Saigon, paid 
black m arketeers more than 
$200 in gold bullion for scarce 
$10 airline tickets to the capital 
Residents of Saigon rushed to 
the city’s crowded food markets 
to 
buy 
supplies 
for 
home 
stockpiles, driving up the price 
of rice at least IO per cent. 
Vendors ran out of vegetables 
by m idm orning at the city’s 
main 
m arket 
and 
leftover 
seafood 
normally 
given 
to 
beggars 
sold 
at 
premium 
prices. 
Officials of the four-nation 
peacekeeping team pulled offic 
ers out of all but three field 
outposts —the northern port of 
Da Nang, coastal Nha Trang 
and the resort city of Vung Tau 
near Saigon. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
blamed 
cutbacks 
in 
U S 
military aid for hampering his 
armed forces in combatting the 
three-week-old Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese offensive. 
"We have been fighting under 
conditions resulting from weak 
military assistance," Thieu said 


Thursday in a radio broadcast. 
He vowed, however, “to defend 
our country to the end.”

The parents of a child of IO can expect to spend $30,000 
or m ore for a 4-year education at a state university or 
$53,000 a t a private school if the rate of inflation con­ 
tinues a t what econom ists call a “ conservative” seven 
per cent a year. 


T h at’s what a financial counseling firm in Virginia is 
saying these days after projecting present costs into the 
future. 


Somehow 
the 
hysteria 
th at 
accom panies 
such 
figures reminds us of the com puter analysis reported in 
Club of Rome studies and published as “The Lim its to 
G row th.” That analysis indicated th at man cannot con­ 
tinue to exist on his earth unless he changes his ways 
about using its resources. 


But as with the com puter analysis, the financial study 
of college costs assum es that a degree-oriented education 
will continue to be as highly valued in the future as it has 
been in the recent past. 


Some 
high 
school 
graduates 
these 
days 
are 
recognizing that they do not wish to m ake the investm ent 
either in dollars or in time to obtain a college degree. 
Some who took the route found that the degree program 
failed to prepare them to earn a living and som etim es it 
over-qualified them for job openings. 


U niversal education in the basic skills of hum an 
com m unication never should be allowed to lose its im ­ 
portance. Readin’, w ritin' and ’rithm etic are the back­ 
bone of the Am erican republic. N either should anyone 
dim inish the value of advanced studies and research 
possible in the academ ic atm osphere of the university. 


But in between is a vast area for education — schools 
and apprentice-type program s in dozens of skills and 
trades, plus part-tim e and night classes in hum anities or 
business skills. 


The college-degree experience is well worth the tim e, 
effort and expense for some. But it should not be expected 
or dem anded from all. 


Surely the day is gone when it was “ business chic” for 
a firm to say it hired no one but college graduates. 


Ju st as surely, it is alm ost as su re that the $30,000 4- 
year-college degree will be out of the question for m ost in 
the future even if w ages m anage to keep up with inflation.

NFL Play er Contract In Question 
As Management Waits For Proposal

Council still waiting for- an 
updated 
proposal 
from

players. 
M anagem ent Council General 
M anager John Thompson told 
the team owners Thursday that 
the Rozelle Rule, or option 
com pensation proviso, was still 
the big divisive issue. Others 
are length of contract, m anage­ 
m ent’s 
pension 
contribution, 
pre-season pay, arbitration and 
agency 
or 
union 
shop. 
The 
players’ lost contract expired 
Jan. 31, 1974. 
Thompson 
said 
the 
club 
owners still want to bargain on 
all the issues but the players" 
want to exclude^ the Rozelle 
Rule, letting it go through a 
court test instead. 
That rule, established in 1962, 
applies when an NFL player 
decides to go to another team 
rather 
than 
play 
out 
his 
optional post-contract year with 
his contract team . Under the 
rule, the team to which he goes 
has to com pensate other team 
with a player of equal value. 
The 
players’ last contract 
proposal was March 16 qf last 
year when they c ^ n e in with 57 
dem ands, Thompson said. The

delayed 
negotiations, with the players 
adopting a “ No freedom, no 
football” 
attitude 
which 
led 
them to strike the NFL July I 
A two-week cooling off period 
was declared Aug 
14 and the 
players 
reported 
to 
camp.

negotiating team m ade a 35

“We’ve reaffirm ed our Au­ 
gust proposal and we’re waiting 
to hear from them ,” Thompson 
said. "W e’d like to know now if 
they’re in the sam e position. 
We’ve 
had some indications 
they're 
not, 
but 
w e’d 
like 
confirm ation.” 
Thompson 
said 
the 
NFL 
m anagers restated their posi­ 
tion in a letter to the Players 
Association Feb. 19 of this year, 
and representatives of the two 
sides 
have 
gotten 
together 
informally a couple of times. 
“ I do sense that the players 
want a contract,” he said. “We 
didn't get that feeling at any 
time last year. But, if we’ve 
m isread their attitude, there 
wouldn’t 
be any 
reason 
for 
optimism about a contract for 
this y e a r.” 
Both sides are waiting for 
F ed eral 
M ediator 
W illiam 
Usery to bring them together 
for serious negotiations again, 
probably in mid-April. 
“We’ve m ade it clear to them 
we want to m ake a pension 
contribution,” Thompson said,

Onward Towards The Goal 


Is The Message Of Hebrews 


By ELISHA DOUGLASS 
In our lesson today the writer 
of Hebrews gives us a vivid 
picture of the Christian life in 
action: it is a race, with eternal 
life in Jesus Christ as its goal. 
Developing the imagery of a 
track meet, the writer declares 
that we are surrounded by “A 
great cloud of witnesses.” These 
are not mere onlookers anxious 
for our spiritual welfare, but 
other C hristians who have 
testified to their faith. In this 
sense all Christians are both 
participants in the race and 
encouragers and exhorters of 
their brothers as well. 
Handicaps 
Before any of us today begin 
to prepare ourselves for a race 
of any kind we have natural 
handicaps which would hamper 
us to the point that winning 
would be impossible. For the 
participant in a track meet, one 
of these might consist of long,

heavy 
clothes. 
For 
the 
Christian, 
preparing 
for 
his 
spiritual race, the handicap is 
sin. And just as the runner 
knows that he has no chance of 
winning his race unless 
he 
throws aside his heavy clothing, 
so the Christian must discard 
his sins if he is to reach his 
spiritual goal. 
For our inspiration in the 
race, according to the author of 
Hebrews, we have the example 
of Christ himself. 
At 
track 
meets we have all seen winning 
athletes who put so much effort 
into their races that they have 
collapsed upon reaching 
the 
tape. Jesus, says the author, 
made a spiritual performance of 
much greater dimensions. “For 
the joy that was set before him 
he endured the cross, despising 
the shame, and is seated on the 
right hand of the throne of God.” 
When death was inflicted as a 
punishment in bygone times it 
was usually give ritualistic 
significance. Beheading, for 
example, was usually reserved 
for notables, 
while 
common 
criminals were hanged. 
The 
worst offenders were drawn and 
quartered. In the ancient world 
death on the cross was the 


equivalent of being drawn and 
quartered; it was the sign of 
eternal infamy. If the son of God 
endured this for us, says the 
writer of Hebrews, what greater 
inspiration for our own spiritual 
efforts 
can 
we 
possibly 
imagine? 
Discipline 
Then, as if to counter ob­ 
jections, the writer deals with 
the subject of discipline. Some 
Christans might say if God loves 
us, why do we have to go 
through with the race at all? 
Why does God deliberately 
make things hard for us when, 
as the All-Powerful, He could 
ease us into heaven with no 
effort on our own part? 
God disciplines us, says the 
writer, simply because He loves 
us. If we are to be successful in 
our careers in this world, we 
must be disciplined and trained 
to 
meet 
life’s problems. 
A 
parent who never disciplines a 
child shows indifference toward 
him by this very omission. We 
should be thankful, then, that 
God notices our sin and punishes 
it. "For the Lord disciplines the 
man whom 
he 
loves, 
and 
scourges every son whom he 
receives.” By the same token, to 
quote St. Jerome, “The greatest 
anger of all is when God is no 
longer angry with us when we 
sin.” 
The Sin Of Esau 
In the last portion of our 
lesson the writer warns against 
specific pitfalls which would 
cause the Christian to drop out 
of the race “Make peace your 
aim ,” he says. Peace in this 
sense is a condition of loving 
relatedness to the people about 
us which gradually features into 
holiness. Readers are enjoined 
to avoid the sin of Esau, who 
sold his birthright for a mess of 
pottage. To the writer, this 
meant simply serving the wants 
and lusts of the body before any 
other considerations. This sin is 
irrevocable and deprives the 
Christian of his birthright 
because it diverts him from the 
things of the spirit. He loses 
interest, and so is irretrievably 
lost. 
Some modern commentators 
have suggested that the writer 
of Hebrews was som ewhat 
limited in his vision in that he 
implied that a 
monastic

ascetic life was the only one 
pleasing to God. But this in­ 
terpretation is in itself limited. 
Quite apart from considerations 
of time and place, living a 
Christian life demands constant 
effort and devotion. No one has 
sauntered absent-mindedly into 
the kingdom of God.
